# In £§11 1982, a study was conducted in the Peralta 
Community College : District (PCCD) using withdrawal and grade j 
distribution data to analyze student retention patterns • Successful 
retention rates were based on the percentage of students who received 
a passing grade, while total retention rates were based on the 
percentage of students who received any grade other than W 
(withdrawal) . Study findings included the following: (1) class 
enrollment declined by 6.5V and headcourit enrollment by 8.5% from, 
fall 1981 to fall 1982, wi^th Laney College being the only school in 
the district experiencing an increase;/ (2) PCCD's successful r .\ ts 
retention rate .increased from 58.9% in fall 1981 to 62.9%- in fall . 
1982; (3) physical education was the discipline with the greatest 
proportion of enrollments at four out of five colleges; (4)- the, 
following programs had over a 90% successful retention "rate : General . 
Studies (93%) and Diesel Mechanics (92.9%) at College of Alameda 
(COJf), Speech (9^.3%) at Laney College, Machine Technology (100%) and 
Nursing (91.5%) at Merritt College, and Italia* 098.6%) at Vista 
College; (6) the lowest successful retention rate at COA was jin Urban 
Studies (35.3%), at J-aney in Carpentry (38.4%) , at Merritt in-Real 
Estate (30.4%), at' Vista in Philosophy (21.4%), and at Peather River 
College in History (50.2%); and (7) A's and B's represented 60% of 
all passing grades given in the PCCD. Tables showing retention rates 
and grade distributions by college and discipline are appended.

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Census Week 1' (fourth week of instruction), class enrollment declined by 6.5$ and headcount enrollient declined 
by 8.5? from Fall 1981 to Fall }982. Both class enrollment and headcount enrollment declined fojxall colleges 
; -in the District from Fall 1981 to 'Fall 1982 except' for Laney College. Laney had increases both in' Unduplioated 
CW1 headcount enrollment and in CW1 adjusted class enrollment,' ' » 

Much ofUhe decline iri class enrollment may be due to the deletion of courses from the credit program. fj$ 
a result of the course classification system, _ inj/feiated by the State Chancellor's Office, Physical Education 
vas one. discipline vhich experienced a large number .of course deletions at all the 'District's colleges. 
Physical Education class enrollment declined by' 1$ Districtwide; and, the decline in Physical Education class- 
enrollment . was 36$ of the total District's decline in class enrollment. Other disciplines which had. severe 
j O ^ops in class enrollments and which had experienced a large number of course deletions were Real Estate at 
'•.yUGta and Merritt Colleges, Psychology at Vista College, and Art at College of Alameda. 0 



, However, 'at least two departments with course deletions actually experienced increased class enrollment: 
Physical Education at Laney College and Art at Vista College.

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Since the systematic attempt to stiidy retention in the Peralta District began with the Fall I960 retention . 
study, the District's successful retention rate has increased from' 58.93E ,4^all 1980) fco 62.9? (Fall 1982).* 
The percentage of student withdrawals declined slightly from 29.8$ (Fall 1981) to 27,8$ (Fall 1982). ' "' • ,

RANK ORDER BY PERCENTAGE, OF COLLEGE ENROLLMENT 
' FALL 1982 
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Similar to the past two years, Physical Education was the discipline with the greatest proportion of college 
enrollment at four out of five Peralta Community College District campuses. However, the proportion of total 
student enrollment in Physical Education classes has declined from prior years, possibly/ due to the elimination 
of a large number of avocational, recreational courses. In addition to Physical Education, English, Business 
and Mathematics continued to be disciplines in high demand by the students of the Peialta Community College 
District. •'■ '

If Physical Education is excluded, English, Business and Mathematics are the disciplines in which students 
'enroll at a high rate. The attraction of these discipjlnes to students may require some staffing considerations 
as 'staff in these disciplines opt. for full retirement or the District's new early retirement program. |t also 
may be helpful to review course scheduling patterns in 'these attractive disciplines to insure the availability 
fit classes to students who desire to enroll in them. „

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The training programs are highly visible on this table. In past years it -was suggested that the close 
student/teacher contact prompted higher retention rates. This explanation is still applicable. Also, there 
are some new^disciplines on this list. Most notable is the Foreign Language 5 Lab at Merri^t College. This 
^ discipline had a successful retention rate of Yl.1t in fall of 1981. Its emergence as one of the leading 
'* disciplines for successful retention at Merritt College si$nals a positive change. The staff did Hot provide 
an explanation for this change. 



Feather River College experienced a significant change in the disciplines with high successful retention rates. 
Geology, Music and Chemistry retain' less than ?0# of the students enrolled in classes during the fall of"l98l. 
However, these disciplines were among the leaders during the fall of 1982. An explanation for this improvement 
was not provided by the college.

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College of Alameda ^provided information on their disciplines with relatively large fluctuations in retention 
from Fall 1981 to Fall 1982. Two disciplines at College of Alameda with relatively large declines in retention 
are Aviation Operation (-10.TK) and Fashion Arts (-15.il). The staff at College of Alameda Indicated that 
the decline in 7 retention In the occupational areas of Aviation Operation and Fashion Arts may hayl been due 
td reduced employment opportunities in these areas, Both programs have been revised for 1983*84, 



The Science and Arts programs at 'College 7 of Alameda experienced an increase in retention, 'The comments from

DISTRIBUTION OF GRADES BY COLLEGE 
FALL 1980, FALL -1981 AND FALL 1982 
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New grading policies ( Vere put into effect during the fall of 1981. The most significant change was /that 
colleges without an F grade option in the past could. now give an Y grade. Also, the time period' for 
assigning a - W grade had teen changed to the period between the fourth and fourteenth weeks of the semester.,' 
As a result Of -these changes, the number of "F" grades increased substantially from Fall 1980- to Fall 1981. • 

Few noteworthy "changes were observed in the grade distributions between. Fall 1981 and Fall 1982. Y and 
W" ,were the 'most frequently ^awarded grades. The CR, NCR option 'was used more frequently at Vista College 
than at the other Peralta colleges. Vista 's* use of the CR and NCR accWts foV the -relatively low percentage 
, of A, B, C and P grades at the college.., ' 

The percentage of Y grades continued to be much lover, at Merritt College than at Laney, College of Alameda 
or Feather Mver. Approximately 30$ of the .class enrollment at Laney^- Cotlege of Alameda and Feather River 
received A grades vhile Merritt 1 s percentage of "a" grades issued declined to 19$.

Why has Laney College enrollment increased. $ 
and enrbllmenfat the other Peralta colleges declined? A student survey and/of a more detailed examination 

.of Laney College programs' could ' explain the reasons for the relative attractiveness of' Laneylcollege to oiflS ' 
students. ' '

The question of how attrition qan be- decreased and stoessful retention increased has also been largely . 
unanswered* The retention -rates by department indicate ihe departments in need of improvement. Examination 
of the retention rates for individual courses would Wther reveal those courses that contribute to low 
departmental rates. " . '

The. neeoV-for better student assessment has been emphasized in this report. Better and more intensive 
pre-registration counseling .also would influence the retention patterns of our students. However, if the - 
District's students are getting, older and more part-time students are enrolling in classes, new .strategies * 
also may be needed if the retention^patterns of these students are to be improved. _

the final details of the district-wide retention study were discussed. The 
method to compute retention should be employed uniformly by all members. It 
was agreed the method should entail the following steps: 

1. Establish a total enrollment figure for each discipline by 
first calculating class enrollment at CHI. To do this the 
Tabulation of Withdrawals Report should be used - compute 
CW1 enrollment by taking the Initial enrollment and adding 
to 1t all students- who enrolled before CW1. Subtract from 
that total all students who drop ("W's'-on the Tabulation 
Report) before CW1, This gives you the CW1 enrollment figure. 

2. Add to the CM enrollment all students entering courses after 
. Ofl until the end of the semester. The result of this compu- 

j tation should yield the total class enrollment to be used as 
% the denominator in the retention equations. 

■ 3. "Successful Retention" - From the Grade Distribution Report, 
you should sum the number of A, B, C, 0 and CR grades for each 
discipline and for the college. Divide these sums by the 
total enrollment in each discipline. The result will be the 
percent of students who "successfully" completed the course. 

4. "Total Retention" - Again -using the Grade Distribution Report, 
take the "enrollment" figure listed immediately fallowing the 
class title. and subtract from that number the total number of 
"W't" Hsteo for that discipline on the Grade Report. Divide 
the result by the total class enrollment figure discussed 
earlier. This operation should yield the percent of students 
remaining 1n classes at the end of the term.
